Varsity  spon.s  programs  sci^'e  as  a  shcnvcase  for  colleges  and  universities,  and  Northwestern's 
athletic  teams  continue  to  direct  jiositive  attention  to  NSU  and  Natchitoches  both  on  and  olTof 
the  playing  Held. 

The  NSU  t(X)tball  team  recorded  a  winning  season  overall  aikl  in  the  .Southland  Conlerence 
last  fall  and  was  ranked  se\enth  in  the  nation  in  total  detense.    One  ot  the  outstanding 
members  of  that  team— Andre  Carronwas  an  All-American  selection  was  cited  by  Hxrtball 
Gazette  as  Defensive  Player  of  the  Year  in  Division  l-AA. 

Noilhwestein  is  also  well-represented  in  the  National  F(K)tball  Ixague.  Liist  season,  nine 
lormer  Demons  competed  tor  Nl-L  teams.  That  was  this  univeiNily's  largest  representation  ever 
in  the  pros.  NFL  players  from  Northwestern  were  Fiobby  Hebert  and  Floyd  Turner  of  the 
Saints.  A!  Edwards  of  the  Bills.  ()dess;i  rurner  and  Gary  Reasons  of  the  Giants.  Mark  Duper 
of  Miami.  Kevin  Lewis  of  the  49ers.  Riindy  Hilliard  of  the  Bn)wns  and  John  Stephens  of  the 
Patriots. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  during  one  month  of  the  season,  two  players— Ixwis  and  Floyd 
Turner— won  top  NFL  awards  lor  community  service  Jo  Jo  Rein  of  the  NFL  Public  Relations 
Office  said.  "There  is  a  lot  of  competition  lor  these  awards.  It  is  remarkable  to  have  players 
from  tlie  same  university  win  them.  Northwestern  is  obviously  passing  along  some  tremendous 
values  lo  its  student-athletes." 

NSU  hosted  two  regionally-televised  games  this  year.  The  Turpin  Stadium  fixitbal!  game 
against  Northeast  and  the  home  basketball  game  against  Nicholls  were  televised  by  Home 
Spoils  Enteilainment.  The  Lady  Demon  basketball  team  also  appeared  t)n  a  regional  HSE 
telecast  in  the  finals  of  the  Southland  Conference  tournament. 

The  men's  basketball  team  had  a  winning  season  and  was  recognized  as  one  of  the  most 
improved  teams  in  the  nation.  Northwestern  led  the  nation  in  scoring  with  a  y.*)  point  average 
and  was  second  in  three-point  baskets.  The  team  attracted  the  largest  home  crowd  in  10  years 
for  a  game  against  Noilheast. 

Northwestern's  Lady  Demons  recorded  their  I3lh  straight 
winning  basketball  season  and  finished  second  in  the 
conference  after  being  picked  to  finish  fifth.  James  Smith 
was  selected  as  the  state's  Coach  of  the  Year. 

NSU  golfers  came  in  second  last  fall  in  the  Louisiana 
Intercollegiate  Championship  tournament,  and  the  women's 
cross-country  team  finished  in  the  top  level  in  the 
conference.  Maryalyce  Walsh  of  NSU  was  third  in  the  nation 
in  the  Women's  USA  Junior  Cross  Country  Championships. 

The  baseball  team  had  its  third  straight  winning  season, 
and  the  Lady  Demon  softball  team  continued  lo  be 
successful  enough  lo  be  ranked  in  the  NCAA's  South 
Region,  which  stretches  from  Ltiuisiana  to  Virginia. 

Northwestern's  track  teiuii  was  outstanding  this  year  Leon 
Johnson    was    named    as    the    conference    Indoor    Coach 
of  the  Year  after  the  team  fell  just  five  points  short  of  first  place.  All-Amencan  LeMark  Carter 
was  the  Outstanding  Field  Performer  in  the  meet.  Fie  and  Brian  Brown,  a  1990  NSU  graduate 
and  track  and  field  All-American.  represented  NSU  at  the  U.S.  Olympic  Trials  in  New 
Orleans  in  June. 

The  women's  tennis  team  was  third  in  the  league,  and  Vicky  Sims  won  her  third  straight 
conference  singles  championship.  She  was  also  an  Academic  All-American  and  received  the 
Volvo  Scholar-Athlete  Award  for  the  second  year 

Northwestern  students,  faculty  and  staff  are  proud  of  the  accomplishments  of  its  athletic 
teams  during  the  past  year.

The  Journal,  Southern  Studies: 
An  Interdisciplinary  Journal  of 
Tlw  South  has  been  published 
at  NSU  since  1962.  It  is 
published  quarterly  by  the 
Southern  Studies  Institute  at  NSU.  The 
journal  was  founded  as  Louisiana  Studies 
and  broadened  its  scope  in  the  late  70's  to 
take   in   studies  of  the  South.    It   covers 


anthropology,    literature,   history,   political 
science  and  other  social  sciences. 

Southern  Studies  will  celebrate  its  3()lli 
anniversary  this  summer  with  a  special 
edition  on  cultural  diversity.  The  special 
edition  will  also  include  articles  on 
Southern  history  by  several  Chinese 
scholars. 


Past  issues  of  the  journal  have  focused 
on  colonial  slavery  and  author  Kate 
Chopin,  whose  works  have  gained  great 
attention  in  recent  years. 

Scholars,  students  and  researchers  around 
the  U.S.  and  the  world  subscribe  to  the 
journal.  Southern  Studies  is  sent  to  21 
foreign  subscribers  in  16  countries 
including  Russia,  Japan,  Canada,  Italy, 
Australia  and  the  Netherlands.  Other 
foreign  subscribers  include  the  libraries  at 
Oxford  and  Cambridge. 

Subscribers  include  many  of  the  world's 
top  universities  including  Harvard 
University,  Yale  University  and  the  other 
Ivy  League  schools  along  with  most  of 
the  major  libraries  in  the  U.S. 

"Part  of  the  reason  for  the  interest  in 
the  South  is  that  it  is  a  unique 
indentifiable  cultural  region  in  the  United 
States,"  said  Dr.  Maxine  Taylor,  head  of 
the  Department  of  Social  Sciences  at 
NSU  and  managing  editor  of  Southern 
Studies.  "This  is  a  journal  that 
Northwestern  is  lucky  to  have.  There  are 
several  universities  that  would  take  over 
this  journal  in  a  minute  if  we  should  ever 
give  it  up." 

Graduate  student  Rick  Scale,  who  docs 
work  on  the  journal,  said  interest  in  the 
South  is  very  high  in  Europe. 

"The  South  is  the  only  region  that  went 
through  something  similar  to  Europe  has 
gone  through."  said  Scale.  "The  South 
has  gone  through  losing  a  war  and 
Reconstruction  just  as  Europe  has." 

Southern  Studies  frequently  receives 
requests  from  publishers  to  reprint  articles 
from  past  editions  to  include  in  books.  The 
articles  in  Southern  Studies  are  also  cited 
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frequently  in  other  journals  and  in  papers 
done  by  scholars. 

The  journal  recently  received  two  major 
contracts.  Under  one  contract  from 
publisher  D.C.  Heath,  articles  from 
Southern  Sludics  will  be  used  in  a  textbook 
on  major  problems  in  American  colonial 
history.  A  German  publisher  has  also 
contracted  with  the  journal  to  publish  five 
articles  in  "The  History  of  Women  in  the 
United  States,"  edited  by  Nancy  Cott. 

Scholars  around  the  world  submit 
articles  for  publication  in  Southern 
Studies.  The  journal  is  a  rcfcreed  journal, 
which  means  experts  in  the  field  must 
agree  an  article  is  worth  publication. 

"We're  looking  for  something  unique 
that  is  an  original  manuscript  in  the  field 
o{  the  humanities  and  social  sciences," 
said  Taylor.  "Southern  Stuches  has  a  very 
broixl  base.  It  is  more  of  a  general 
interest  journal  than  a  one  subject 
journal." 

For  example,  an  article  on  anthropology 
is  submitted  to  at  least  two  experts  in  the 
field  of  anthropology.  An  article  on  the 
Civil  War  would  be  submitted  to  Civil  War 
experts. 

Articles  are  submitted  to  members  of  an 
advisory  board  that  include  professors 
from  NSU  and  from  around  the  country. 
The  advisory  board  includes  well-known 
scholars  such  as  C.  Vann  Woodward  of 
Yale  University,  Ira  Berlin  of  the 
University  of  Maryland,  Lucy  M.  Cohen 
of  The  Catholic  University  of  America, 
William  I.  Hair  of  Georgia  College,  Per 
Seyersted  of  Amerikansk  Institutt  in 
Oslo.  Norway,  an  expert  on  author  Kate 
Chopin,  and  Kenneth  Stampp  of  the 
University  of  California  at  Berkeley. 

NSU  professors  Hiram  Gregory, 
Marietta  LeBreton  and  James  L. 
McCorkle  Jr.  are  members  of  the 
advisory  board. 

The  latest  editions  of  Southern  Studies 
included  articles  on  the  New  Orleans  Riot 
of  1866,  crime  and  race  relations  in 
Jacksonville,  Fla.  in  the  late  19th  century 
and  a  look  at  Southern  justice  in  the  works 
of  William  Faulkner  and  Robert  Penn 
Warren . 


Another  article  tokl  the  slor\  of  Frank 
Mineah,  a  man  from  Neu  York  Slate, 
who  took  on  the  name  and 
personality  of  a  Frenchman 
named  I-rancois  Mignon  and 
lived  on  Melrose  Plantation 
near  Natchitoches  for  many 
years. 

Mineah  had  the  people  of 
Natchitoches  area  convinced 
that  he  was  French  and  wrote 
a  newspaper  column  and 
book.  Plantation  Memo, 
under  the  name  FranccMs 
Mijinon.

The  purpose  of  the  Northwestern  State 
Student  Alumni  Foundation  (NSSAF) 
according  to  Elise  James,  director  of  Alumni 
Affairs  and  Development  at  NSU  includes:

Northwestern's  athletic  director,  Tynes 
Hildebrand,  was  honored  April  25  by 
the  Louisiana  Association  of  Basketball 
Coaches  with  induction  in  the  Louisiana 
Basketball  Hall  of  Fame.  Hildebrand, 
who  coached  the  Demons  for  15 
seasons,  joins  seven  Demons  in  the 
LABC  Hall  of  Fame:  coach  H.  Lee 
Prather.  player-coach  Dr.  Charles 
"Red"  Thomas  and  players  Dick 
Brown,  James  Wyatt,  Billy  Reynolds, 
Jimmy  Leach  and  John  McConathy. 

A  standout  player  for  the  Demons  in 
the  early  I950"s,  Hildebrand  coached 
the  Demons  from  1964-80.  He  served 
as  a  coach  at  the  1972  U.S.  Olympic 
Trials  and  was  assistant  coach  of  the 
1971  U.S.  team  in  the  Pan  American 
Games. 

Another  Northwestern  alumni  won  the 
coveted  "'Mr.  Basketball"  award 
presented  by  the  LABC  to  a  person  v\ho 
has  made  an  extremely  positive  impact 
on  the  sport  in  Louisiana.  Jerry  Byrd,  a

Hildebrand's  former  players,  Mike  Brey.

basketball.  The  Maryland  native  played 
for  the  Demons  from  1977-80.  He  is 
now  ending  his  fifth  season  as  assistant 
coach  at  Duke  University  —  and  the 
Blue  Devils  have  been  to  the  NCAA 
Final  Four  in  each  season,  winning  the 
national  championship  for  the  last  two 
vears. 
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MORE  HAPPY  HOOPS 

NEWS:  There  was  plenty  of  bragging 
material  for  any  Northwestern  alumnus 
during  the  1991-92  basketball  season. 
The  Demons  led  the  nation  in  scoring, 
averaging  95  points  per  game,  and  were 
second  in  3-point  shooting,  making 
more  than  nine  per  game  in  the 
fast-paced  style  coached  by  Dan  Bell. 
Northwestern  ranked  among  the  top  five 
most  improved  teams  in  the  country  by 
posting  a  15-13  record  on  the  heels  of  a 
6-22  season  in  1990-91.  Prospects  arc 
bright  for  1992-93  —  only  Roman 
Banks  and  Mike  Thornton  completed 
their  careers  this  season. 

The  Lady  Demons  had  a  great  year  on 
the  court  and  in  recruiting.  James 
Smith,  after  his  fifth  season  in  charge, 
was  named  Louisiana  "Coach  of  the 
Year"  for  guiding  Northwestern  to  a 
21-8  record  and  a  second-place  finish  in 
the  Southland  Conference  regular  season 
race  and  postseason  tournament. 
Northwestern  was  picked  to  finish  fifth 
in  the  league  in  two  preseason  polls.

LA.  HALL  OF  FAME  IS 

JULY  11:  Seven  of  the  greatest 
figures  in  Louisiana's  sports  history, 
headed  by  major  league  baseball 
pitching  great  Ron  Guidry  and  college 
and  pro  basketball  scoring  sensation 
Andrew  Toney,  will  be  inducted 
Saturday.  July  1 1  into  the  Louisiana 
Sports  Hall  of  Fame  on  the 
Northwestern  campus. 

Also  elected  were  pro  football 
standouts  Richie  Petitbon  and  Danny 
Abramowicz;  college  track  and  field 
coaching  legend  Bob  Groseclose; 
three-sport  Tulane  star  Alex  "Greek" 
Athas:  and  James  E.K.  "Big  Fuzzy" 
Brown,  one  of  the  most  influential 
figures  in  state  high  school  coaching 
history. 

The  seven  will  be  formally  inducted 
during  the  shrine's  gala  20th  anniversary 
banquet  capping  two  days  of  festivities 
in  historic  Natchitoches.  Brown,  who 
died  in  1986.  will  be  inducted 
posthumously.

Nicknamed  "Louisiana  Lightning  "  and 
"Gator."  Guidry  had  a  remarkable 
career  with  the  New  York  Yankees, 
playing  for  more  than  13  seasons  in  the 
big  leagues.  The  left-handed  Lafayette 
native  and  former  USL  standout 
compiled  a  career  170-91  record  with  a 
3.29  earned  run  average.  He  is  second 
on  the  Yankees'  career  strikeout  list  to 
Baseball  Hall  of  Famer  Whitey  Ford 
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after  fanning  1.778  batters. 

Guidry's  1978  Cy  Young  Award  season 
was  one  of  the  best  in  baseball  history 
—  a  25-3  record,  a  1.74  ERA  that  was 
the  lowest  in  the  big  leagues  in  12 
seasons,  a  club  record  248  strikeouts,  a 
Yankee  single-game  record  18 
strikeouts,  a  club  record  13  straight 
wins,  and  an  American  League 
record-tying  nine  shutouts. 

Toney.  also  a  USL  product,  was  a 
dominant  shooting  guard  for  the  Ragin" 
Cajuns  from  1976-80  and  for  the 
Philadelphia  76ers  during  a  remarkable 
nine-year  professional  career.  He  was 
the  eighth  player  chosen  in  the  1980 
NBA  Draft  and  averaged  15.9  points  per 
game,  shooting  an  incredible  50  percent 
from  the  field,  until  a  chronic  heel 
injury  cut  short  his  career  in  the 
1987-88  season. 

Petitbon  has  drawn  much  attention 
lately  as  assistant  head  coach  and 
defensive  coordinator  for  the  Super 
Bowl  champion  Washington  Redskins, 
but  the  former  Tuiane  quarterback  was 
elected  on  the  basis  of  his  outstanding 
collegiate  and  professional  football 
playing  career. 

He  was  a  15-year  NFL  veteran  as  a 
safety  with  Chicago,  the  Los  Angeles 
Rams  and  the  Redskins,  recording  48 
career  interceptions.  He  helped  lead  the 
Bears  to  the  1963  NFL  Championship 
and  was  a  key  figure  as  the  Redskins' 
"Over  the  Hill  Gang"  reached  the  1973 
Super  Bowl. 

Abramowicz  was  an  original  New 
Orleans  Saint  and  becomes  the  third 
former  Saint,  along  with  Archie 
Manning  and  Jim  Taylor,  elected  to  the 
Louisiana  Sports  Hall  of  Fame.  The 
crafty  wide  receiver  played  for  the 
Saints  from  1967-73  and  left  a  mark  on 
the  club's  record  book,  joining  Manning 
as  the  first  two  players  inducted  in  the 
Saints  Hall  of  Fame. 

Groscclose  evolved  into  a  legendary 
coaching  figure  while  turning  out  world 
record  holders,  national  champions  and 
nationally-competitive  teams  for  29 
seasons  as  track  and  field  coach  at 
Northeast  Louisiana.  He  coached  three 
men  —  pole  vaullcr  John  Pennel, 


hurdler  Don  Styron  and  sprinter  Dave 
Styron  —  who  already  are  in  the 
Louisiana  Sports  Hall  of  Fame. 

Athas  was  a  basketball,  football  and 
track  star  at  Tuiane  from  1942-48,  with 
his  career  interrupted  by  service  during 
World  War  IL  and  later  played  in  the 
old  National  Professional  Basketball 
League. 

Brown,  known  as  "Big  Fuzzy,"  took 
Baton  Rouge's  Istrouma  High  to  the 
heights  of  Louisiana  high  school  football 
after  succeeding  his  brother,  "Little 
Fuzzy,"  as  coach.  From  1950-62, 
Istrouma  won  eight  state  championships 
in  the  top  classification  and  Brown 
coached  two  Louisiana  Sports  Hall  of 
Fame  members,  Heisman  Trophy 
winner  Billy  Cannon  and  Roy 
"Moonie"  Winston. 

Many  of  his  assistant  coaches  and 
players  went  on  to  successful  coaching 
careers  and  one  former  assistant  coach. 
Robert  Alost.  became  president  of 
Northwestern. 

The  1992  Hall  of  Fame  Induction 
Weekend  July  10-11  in  Natchitoches 
will  be  held  in  conjunction  with  the 


Louisiana  Sportswriters  Association 
Convention  July  9-12  as  the  LSWA 
commemorates  the  20th  anniversary  of 
the  founding  of  the  Hall  of  Fame  in  its 
permanent  home  at  Northwestern. 

Some  of  the  greatest  sports  figures  in 
American  and  even  world  sports  history 
are  included  in  the  Louisiana  Sports 
Hall  of  Fame  —  names  like  Mel  Blount, 
Vida  Blue,  Terry  Bradshaw,  Lou  Brock, 
Buck  Buchanan,  Chris  Cagle,  Billy 
Cannon,  John  David  Crow,  Willie 
Davenport,  Willie  Davis,  Bill  Dickey, 
Grits  Gresham,  Elvin  Hayes,  Charlie

He's  been  one  o\  ihe  nuist  remarkable 
and  Mitluential  persDiis  in  the  history  ol' 
athleties  at  Northwestern  State,  but 
Tyncs  Hildehrand  is  nowhere  near  the 
finish  line. 

He  eontinues  to  administer  one  o^  the 
more  ett'icient  and  respeeted  athletie 
programs  o^  its  si/e  in  the  nation.  Sinee 
beeoming  athletie  direetor  in  198.^, 
Hildebrand  has  streamlined  athletie 
operations  and  adopted  innovati\e 
polieies  and  proeediires. 

Northwestern's  athletie  department  has 
beeome  aeti\e  in  ei\ie  and  eommunity 
assistance  projects  under  his  leadership. 

His  achiexements  as  AD  extend  beyond 
the  inner  workings  of  the  program. 

Hildebrand  was  intluential  in  guiding 
Northwestern  into  two  cont'erence 
affiliations  this  decade  —  helping  shape 
a  coaliticin  o\  six  universities  that 
formed  the  Gulf  Star  Conference  in 
1983,  and  then  elevating  Northwestern 
and  three  other  Gulf  Star  members  to 
affiliation  with  the  nK>re  established 
Southland  Conference  four  years  later. 

Since  taking  over  as  AD,  Hildebrand 
has  helped  develop  NSU's  booster 
organization  from  a  dormant  group  into 
an  active,  aggressive  arm  of  the  athletic 
program.  The  Northwestern  Athletic 
Association  numbers  about  1 .000 
members  and  will  generate  more  than 
S250.000  to  fund  scholarship  and 
operating  expenses  for  the  program  this 
\ear. 

He  has  guided  Northwesterns  program 
to  a  solid  competitive  stance  in  the 
Southland  Conference.  The  Demons 
rank  third  in  current  SLC  All-Sports 
standings  for  1991-92. 


A  member  of  the  NSU  Graduate  "N" 
Club  Hall  of  Fame  for  his  athletic 
exploits.  Hildebrand  won  191  games  in 
15  years  as  head  basketball  coach  of  the 
Demons.  He  was  assistant  coach  of  the 
1971  U.S.  team  in  the  Pan  American 
Games;  one  of  12  coaches  who  helped 
train  the  1972  U.S.  Olympic  team:  head 
coach  of  the  1974  Gulf  .South 
Conference  team  which  toured  Central 
America;  and  head  coach  of  state 
all-star  teams  in  1976  and  1977. 

Hildebrand  led  Northwestern  to  four 
straight  appearances  in  NAIA  district 
tournaments  from  1967-71.  In  1973-74, 
he  coached  Northwestern  to  its  tlrst 
NAIA  national  tournament  berth  in  25 
seasons  as  the  Demons  went  21-9,  won 
the  NAIA  District  30  title  and  reached 
the  Sweet  16  of  the  national  tournament. 
That  club  won  the  first  of  two  straight 
Gulf  South  Conference  titles  under 
Hildebrand. 


His  peers  reci^gni/ed  his  contributions 
to  the  game  when  the  Louisiana 
Association  of  Basketball  Coaches 
elected  him  "Mr.  Louisiana  Basketball" 
in  1981,  a  year  after  he  retired  from  the 
bench. 

Hildebrand  was  a  standout  basketball 
plaver  at  Florien  High  and  starred  in 
basketball  and  track  and  field  as  a 
Demon.  He  earned  a  bachelors  degree 
in  1954  and  a  master's  seven  years  later. 


Hiklebrand,  60,  is  married  to  the 
former  Julia  Chambers.   They  have  two 
sons,  lynes  Jr.  and  Bruce.  He  is  a 
popular  speaker  and  active  in  local  and 
regional  Kiwanis  Clubs  and  other  civic 
groups.

1992  Football  Outlook:  could 
Goodwin  '.v  Demons  he  ready  for 
a  fiold  medal  performance? 

It's  an  Olympic  year,  and  that  could  be 
a  sign  of  gold  medal  performances  this 
fall  by  the  Demon  football  team.  In  the 
last  five  Olympic  years  (1972,  1976. 
1980.  1984,  1988)  Northwestern's 
football  team  has  averaged  more  than 
seven  wins  per  season  and  is 
three- for-three  in  conference 
championship  races  (NSU  was  an 
independent  in  1976  and  1980).  Granted 
the  calendar  rarely  has  anything  to  do 
w  ith  the  outcome  of  a  f(U)tball  game, 
but  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  trend. 
especially  considering  the  upbeat 
outlook  for  Coach  Sam  Goodwin's  10th 
.season  as  Demon  coach.  Northwestern 
should  be  improved  in  1992, 
particularly  offensively,  and  the  Demons 
could  challenge  for  the  Southland 
Conference  championship  along  with 
Northeast  Louisiana  and  McNeese  State. 
Goodwin's  team  was  6-5  overall  and  4-3 
in  the  SLC  last  year.  Heading  the  list  of 
41  returning  lettermen  are  two  seniors, 
cornerback  Adrian  Hardy  and  tight  end 
Carlos  Treadwav,  who  could  be  high 
NFL  Draft  picks  in  1993,  continuing 
the  Demons'  significant  ccmtribution  to 
pro  football.  Northwestern  ranks  second 
among  all  Division  I-AA  programs  with 
nine  active  NFL  players,  including 
Saints  quarterback  Bobby  Hebert  and 
receiver  Floyd  Turner.  Dolphins  receiver 
Mark  Duper  and  Giants  receiver  Gary 
Reasons.  Hardy  is  considered  at  least  as 
talented,  and  much  bigger  at  6-0  and 
180.  than  ex-Demons  and  current  NFL 
cornerbacks  Randy  Hilliard  (Browns) 
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and  Kevin  Lewis  (49ers).  Hardy  had 
nine  pass  breakups  last  year  and  has 
five  career  kick  blocks.  Treadway  was 
ranked  the  country's  No.  5  draft-eligible 
tight  end  going  into  last  season  but 
injuries  and  the  use  of  two  freshmen 
quarterbacks  restricted  his  production. 
The  6-2,  240-pounder  has  averaged  17.2 
yards  on  his  30  career  receptions  and  is 
an  outstanding  blocker  in  a  run-oriented 
offense.  The  offense  should  be  better 
this  season  as  sophomores  Chris  Gilliam 
and  Brad  Laird  compete  for  the  starting 
quarterback  job.  Both  started  last  year, 
Gilliam  going  3-0  in  games  he  started 
and  finished  before  a  broken  elbow  cut 
short  his  redshirt  freshman  year,  and 
Laird  winning  his  last  two  starts  to  go 
2-2  as  a  true  freshman.  Junior  offensive 
tackle  Marcus  Spears  (6-4,  285),  a 
first-team  AU-SLC  pick  last  year,  is 
perhaps  the  Demons'  top  offensive 
lineman  in  more  than  a  decade. 
Defensively,  Hardy  heads  a  talented 
secondary  that  will  try  to  compensate 
for  the  graduation  loss  of  consensus 
All-America  linebacker  Andre  Carron. 
Junior  linebacker  Ed  Moses  has  214 
tackles  already  in  his  career. The  kicking 
game  should  be  very  solid  as  all 
veterans  return.  Senior  kicker  Jeff 
Powell  and  sophomore  Jason  Fernandez, 
a  Parade  All-American  in  1990,  will 
battle  for  the  placement  job.  Sophomore 
punter  Shane  Stephens  was  steady  in  his 
rookie  year. The  schedule  appears  built 
for  a  big  year.  Northwestern  has  six 
home  dates  and  opens  with  three  games 
against  Division  II  foes  —  although 
Mississippi  College  and  East  Texas  State 
are  perennial  powerhouses  in  that 
division  and  Troy  State  is  moving  up  to 
I-AA. 


Krupica  Appointed  as 
Assistant  Athletic  Director 


Glen  Krupica,  director  of  development 
for  Kansas  Special  Olympics  for  the 
past  five  years,  has  been  appointed 
assistant  athletic  director/director  of 
development  for  the  Athletic  Association 
at  Northwestern  State,  said  Athletic 
Director  Tynes  Hildebrand. 

Krupica  replaced  Greg  Burke,  who 
served  in  the  post  for  more  than  six 
years  before  moving  to  a  similar 
position  at  the  University  of  Akron  in 
January.  Krupica  came  on  board  in 
March. 

"Glen  is  a  very  experienced,  energetic 
and  enthusiastic  individual  who  will  do 
a  great  job  for  us,"  said  Hildebrand. 
"Greg  had  a  trememdous  impact  on  our 
program.  He  and  Glen  have  a  lot  in 
common  so  we're  very  excited  to  add 
him  to  our  staff." 

In  his  assignment  at  Kansas  Special 
Olympics,  Krupica  handled  major  gift 
and  grant  solicitiitions  from  individuals, 
corporations  and  foundations.  He 
coordinated  special  events  and  organized 
a  Celebrity  Sports  Carnival. 

"I'm  looking  forward  to  working  with 
all  our  supporters.  Coach  Hildebrand. 
our  athletic  staff  and  the  university 
faculty,  staff  and  administration,"  said 
Krupica.  "This  is  a  tremendous 
opportunity.  It's  a  great  challenge  but  a 


lot  of  good  programs  are  already  in 
place,  and  we  can  build  on  the  success 
that's  happened  here." 

When  he  joined  Kansas  Special 
Olympics,  the  organization  raised 
$380,000  annually.  Krupica  spearheaded 
an  increase  to  $1  million  in  annual 
donations  through  the  1990  fiscal  year. 

Krupica,  31,  was  also  executive 
director  of  the  Huskie  Club  at  Northern 
Illinois  University  for  14  months  before 
accepting  the  post  at  Kansas  Special 
Olympics.  He  served  as  an  athletic 
intern  at  Northwestern  from  August 
1984  to  May  1985,  assisting  in  the 
establishment  of  the  Athletic  Association 
and  other  fundraising  projects  along 
with  involvement  in  all  facets  of  the 
department's  operations. 

He  was  a  graduate  assistant  at  Ohio 
State,  working  with  promotions  of 
women's  basketball  and  other  sports,  in 
1983-84. 

Krupica  was  a  member  of  the  Kansas 
City  Organizing  Committee  and  a 
committee  chairman  for  the  1988 
NCAA  Final  Four.  He  served  for  four 
years  as  a  member  of  the  Big  Eight 
Conference  Basketball  Tournament 
committee  and  was  serving  on  the  1992 
Midwest  Regional  Tournament 
committee. 

He  also  worked  at  the  1990  Major 
Leaizue  Baseball  All-Star  Game.
